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Tax Reform 
Groups Organize 


(By B. J. Fowler, Grayling Twp. Supervisor] 
The Township Supervisors and Assessors met 
with the Crawford County Commissioners on Wed- 


nesday, April 7th to discuss county equalization and. 


the State Tax Commission study recently completed. 

The meeting began with the Supervisors and 
Assessors stating their opinions of the state study. At 
a previous meeting of the Township Supervisors and 
Assessors, agreement was reached to request the 
Staté Tax Commission for a délay in use of the study 
data for one year. Townships were seeking the support 
opinions were expressed and questions asked relative 
to the study. Specific cases of error in the study were 
pointed out. It appeared that all Township Supervisors 
and Assessors were of the opinion there are numerous 
discrepancies in the State Appraisal Study. 

It was also noted that we have not received copies 
of the State Sales Study which was conducted prior to 
the Appraisal Study. , 

As | mentioned in an earlier article, the study data 
was not provided to the Townships in time for a 
full evaluation prior to close of Boards of Review. We 
spent the entire morning discussing the various 
issues. | feel the point was well taken that many of the 
questions concerning the study can only be answered 
by the Tax Commission. The County Commissioners 
will be scheduling a meeting with the Tax Commission 
at which the Township Supervisors and Assessors will 
be present. In addition the Commissioners want to 


hear ihe Tax Commission side of ihe issue. . 

In my opinion our meeting with the Commission- 
ers WaS a morning well spent. Very frank and open 
discussions were held. One question | had was 
regarding why the County Equalization Department 
failed to complete its own Equalization Study. lt was 
enlightening to me when Chairman Kauffman stated 
the Equalization Director had been instructed by the 
County Commissioners not to do a study as it would 
only be a duplication of the work being done by the 
State Tax Commission. Weil at least tnat lays the 
blame where it belongs. The failure of the County to do 
an Equalization Study is one of my major concerns. In 
my opinion such failure completely leaves out a very 
important step in the process of equalization as well as 
the process of checks and balances in our 
governmental system. 

1 am still of the belief that we have a very good 
chance of delaying use of the study for one year if the 
Township and County Governments are united in the

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Teachers’ jobless pay 


Should teachers be eligible for unem- 
ployment compensation when they're 
off work during the summer months? 

After all, they're out of work through 
no fault of their own ... just because the 
schools are closed for the summer. 

It's an interesting question, and a 
controversial one. Recent comments by 
U.S. Rep. John N. Erlenborn, Illinois 
Republican, are to the point here. 

He was asked recently why he worked 
so hard for adoption of a bill to prohibit 
teachers from drawing unemployment 
benefits during the summer. Replied 
Rep. Erlenborn: ; 

“Taxpayers do not consider teachers 
among the unemployed during . the 
summer. They're on vacation. When 
teachers bargain with the schoo! board - 
about pay, they expect that salary to be 
sufficient for the year, and so do the 
taxpayers. 

“Depending on the teacher, the pay 
may or may not be sufficient for the 
year, but unemployment compensation 
is not intended to be an income supple- 
ment. It’s a bridge between jobs for 
those who are out of work through no 
fault of their own, and who are actively 
seeking work. 

“Surely no teacher would go to a 
neighbor's house during the summer 
and pinch a few dollars from her 
pocketbook. How different is it, really, 
to have the government transfer these

funds by taxing the 
the money to the teacher who has not 
lost his job?” 

That’s putting in a few words the way 
most non-teachers of my acquaintance 
feel on this subject. In my view, abuses 
of the unemployment compensation 
program are widespread, and this is one 
of the least desirable. 

It’s a shade better, however, than the 
case in Wisconsin where some mem- 
bers of the Milwaukee Brewers pro- 
fessional baseball team reportedly

Appointment of Patricia Boyle as a 
judge of the Detroit Recorders’ Court, 
has been questioned in some quarters

Dear Whitey. 
Here is more on the finances 


of the Crawford - AuSable 
schools. 
Financing schools includes 


the erection of new facilities 
and buildings. This is funded by 
voting a bond issue. Currently. 
the tocal school district has 
three such issues requiring 
Principle and interest payments: 
The elementary schoo! building 
of 1963. the high school build- 
ing of 1971, and the Frederic 
schoo! addition of 1976. (The 
fund for modular buildings in 
1970 is closed. the small 
balance being transferred to the 
general fund in 1976). 

When a bond issue is approv- 
ed by the voters. bonds are sold 
to'bidders at the lowest interest 
rate. The proceeds from the 
bonds go into Building and Site 
tunds and are paid out to 
complete the building. Until the 
building has been completed, 
these 08S funds ate invested in 
bank CD's and other legally 
defined assets. Interest and 
principle are payable on these 
long term debts at varying rates 
for years to come. The elemen- 
tary school debt is payable 
through 1989 at a total future 
cost of $732,322. The high 
sciiui debi is payable through 
2001 at a future cost of 
$5,862.312. The Frederic school 
addition costs run through 1991 
at a principle of $545,000 pilus 
interest at an average of 5.8%. 
The money to pay for this 
borrowing is obtained from debt 


the property taxpayer. The Fi 


eric addition costs will first - 


appear on the tax bil!s for 1976. 
The school district also has 
$65,155 contracts payable for 
buses through 1980 and for the 
purchase of the administration 
building through 1982. The debt 
retirement millage in 1974 was 
2.05 which amounted to - 
$121 618. 

The above considered mon- 
eys, the more than two million 
dollar annual operating budget, 
not to mention the $70,000 
school activities fund and the 
school funch fund is one of the 
biggest businesses in the coun- 
ty. The school board authorizes 
the payment of current bills 
each month. The amount au- 
thorized in Jan. 1976 was 
$254,345.19. In Feb. 1976 the 
amount was $167,084.04. This 
indicates about $200,000 per 
month for the active school 
year. Once the bill is rendered 
and ihé check drawn, ii is the 
privilege of the board to inquire 
about the expenditure, but there 
is litde criticism. It seems the 
board has great confidence in 
the superintendent and the 
business manager to handle the 
fiscal atfairs of the school 


_ district. 


The present, basis for financ- 


‘ing schools is a tax on real 


estate. the value of which is 
equalized by the State Tax 
Commission. They call it equal- 
ized. Actually there are great 
inequities in the system. 70% 
of your property taxes are levied 
and spent by the local school 
district. Writing in the Michigan 
Assessor for December 1975, 
Philip E. Watson says, “School 
districts frequently give the im- 
pression that they regard the 
Property tax as an inexhaustible 
pool of wealth which can be 
tapped whenever the need ar- 
ses”. 

The three year old Bursley bill 
purported to provide state aid to 
locat school districts on a basis 
Abe nee ey ate oe eek 
district, but that bill has proved 
disasterous to northern rural 
districts. [here are several 
Suits, legal maneuvers and new 
legislation efforts being made 
{o change the support of 
schools from a property tax 
base to an income tax base. At 
the least, this could take several 
years. 

In the meantime, for today 
and the upcoming local school 
budget, it behooves taxpayers 
and voters to be alert to what 
the local schoo! district propos- 
es to spend and how. Attend the 
budget hearings, attend school 
board meetings and let the 
members of the school board 
know what you want.

Shawnee Chief Cornstalk's 
last mistake was his decision in 
1777 to warn the Virginians at 
Point Pieasant that iis vibe was 
about to join the British in the 
struggle against America’s re- 
helious colonies. . 

For this generous gesture he 
was rewarded with. imprison- 
ment and while still a captive he 
was murdered’ atong with his 
son and two other Indians. 

Cornstalk, best known for his 
brilliant leadership of Indian 
forces at Point Pleasant in 1774, 
fosi that battle but won the 
respect of his opponents for his 
generalship. ae 

Earlier, in 1759 and 1763, the 
teader of the Shawnees of the 
Scioto River region in what is 
now Ohio had led war parties 
against frontier settlers. That 
role led to his description by 
historian Theodore Roosevelt as 
“a fierce. cruel and treacherous 
savage ... a killer of women and 
children of unarmed and 
peaceful settlers who had done 
him no wrong and who thought 
that ne was friendly,” 

Whether or not that is an 
accurate portrayal o! the Shaw- 
nee chief, it would appear that 
his intent in going to the 
garrison at Point Pleasant in 
1777 with young chief Redhawk 
and another Indian was to help 
the frontiersmen by warning 
them of impending attacks. 
-arlier that year Cornstalk had 
cautionsd Americans at Fort 
Henty that the tribes of the 
Morthwest were uniting in prep- 
aration for en attack. When 
Congress learned of this threat 
to the frontier, it entrusted to 
Brigadier Genera) Edward Hand 
the responsibility of enlisting 
militia for its defense. Militia 
units were beginning to as- 


sembie at Point Pleasant for a _ 


planned raid on Indians of the 
Ohio country and were awaiting 
the arrival of General Hand at 


the time of Cornstalk's visit to, 


the garrison. The chief told 
Captain Mathew Arbuckle. -that 
although he himself was: op- 


be able to aid the British. Later 
they were joined by Cornstalk’s 
son. Elinipsico. who had come 
to learn what had happened to 
his father. ~ 

Meanwhile, two militiamen - 
Robert Gilmore and another 
named Hamilton - crossed the 
Kanawha River one day to hunt 
deer and as they returned were 
ambushed by Indians. Captain 
John Stuart, who later wrote a 
narrative of the incident, said 
that he was standing with 
Arbuckle on the opposite shore 
when Hamilton ran down the 
bank and shouted that Gilmore 
had been killed. Men from Cap- 
tain John Hall's militia com- 
pany. of which Gilmore was a 
member, leaped ‘into a-canoe.

the door of the cabin in which 
the Indians were confined, was 
hit by several bullets; and Elin- 
ipsico was shot as he sat nearhy 
on a stool. Redhawk tried to 
escape from the enraged mi- 
litiamen by climbing up the 
chimney but was shot down. 
The fourth Indian was “shame- 
fully mangled,” according to 
Stuart who said he grieved to 
see him stowly die. 

The government of the colony 
of Virginia offered rewards for 
apprehension of the men re- 
sponsible for killing the In- 
dians, but they were never paid. 
There were few frontiersmen at 
that time who were sympathetic 
to Indians. 

The massacre of Cornstalk 
and the other Indians further 
embittered the Shawnees who 
remained bitter enemies of the 
Americans for many years. 

When General Hand finally 
arrived at Point Pleasant, he had 
only a few regular troops and 
insufficient supplies to under- 
take the invasion of the Indian 
country. Thus, the expedition 
was called off and the militia 
disbanded.

SEC. 507. Any registered elector who has removed from one election precinct of a 
Township, City or Village to another election precinct of the same Township, City or Village 
and had not recorded such removal with the local Clerk shall execute a transter of 
registration request, fisting the new residence address thereon over his signature, with the 
election board in the precinct in which he is registered at the next ensuing primary or 
election. The inspector of ‘election in charge of the registration records shall compare the 
signature thereon with the signature upon the applicant's registration record and, if the 
signatures correspond, then the inspector shall certify such fact by affixing his initials upon 
said request. The applicant for transfer, after having signed an application to vote as 
provided in Section 523 of this act, shall then be permitted to vote in such precinct for that 
primary or election only. The application for transfer shall be filed with the Township, City 
or Village Clerk who shall iransfer such voter's registration in accordance with the 
application. When the name of any street in a Township, City or Village has been changed, it 
shali be the duty of the Township. City or Village Clerk to make the change to show the 
proper name of street in the registration records, and it shall not be necessary for the elector 
to change his registration with respect thereto in order to be eligible to vote.
